STEVENS NOT MISQUOTED 
OFFICIAL RECORD SHOWS 


Confronted by Extracts From 
His Testimony, Showing He 
Had Several Times Declared 
He Had Weekly Reports 
From Inspectors, He Says 
There Was Misunderstanding 


That improvements are needed in the 
food inspection system of the state 
Was brought out at the afternoon ses- 
sion of the Ault probe committee yes- 
terday afternoon, and the sense of 
the committee is that the legislature 
should be asked to make a number of 
changes in the laws governing this 
department. 

The feature of the morning session 
Was a statement by former Commis- 
sioner O, B. Stevens 
concerning his testimony 
the committee, as printed Sun- 
day's Constitution, was incor- 
rect. Mr. Stevens made emphatic de- 
nials of statements charged to him in 
this story, but both by the testimony 
of every member of the committee 
present and by the official stenogra- 
pher’s record it was shown that Mr. 
Stevens did say just what he was 
quoted as having said, 

Stevens Denies Report. 

Appearing before the committee of 
his own volition, Mr. Stevens asked 
to be allowed to deny the report that 
he bad testified that weekly reports 
from fertilizer inspectors were required 
while he was in office. He stated that 
he had made no such statement, and 
that he had required only monthly 
statementa. 

Immediately every member of the 
committee present took up the de- 
fense of the published statement and 
Mr. Stevens was informed that he did 
make statements which caused every 
member of the committee to. believe 
that such weekly reports had been re- 
ceived by him. The official reporter, 
who has taken in shorthand’ every 
question and answer since the inves- 
tigation began, was then called upon 
and he read from the’ official reports 
a number of extracts in which Mr, 
Stevens stated positively that he had 
received weekly reports, as had been 
said, 


before 
in 


Misunderstood, He Says. 

Confronted with this evidence, com- 
bined with the statements of the com- 
mittee members, Mr. Stevens stated 
that if the committeemen and the 
stenographer understood him to say 
that he had demanded and received 
weekly reports, either they misunder- 
stood his answers or he misunderstood 
their questions. 

However, there was not the slightest 
doubt in the minds of the committee- 
men, according to their own voluntary 
statements, but that The Constitu- 
tion’s story was correct in every par- 
ticular and contained only testimony 
brought out before the board. And, in 
Mr. Stevens’ presence, they went on 
record as feeling that the story as it 
appeared in The Constitution was cor- 
rect in every particular. 

However, they agreed to allow Mr, 
Stevens to correct, under oath, the tes- 
timony he gave on Saturday, 

Food Inspections, 

Practically all of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the committee was taken up 
with an investigation of the methods 
in use in the food inspection Branch 
of the agricultural commissioner's de- 
partment. 

P. A, Methvin, the head of this par. 
ticular branch of the work, appeared 
before the committee, and while his 
testimony showed that his department 
is probably better handled than any 
yet gone into, there are even here 
ehortcomings which prevent the farm- 
ers and other consumers from receiv- 
ing the protection they have a right 
to expect. 

Mr. Methvin went’ thoroughly into 
the workings of his department, and 
at the close of his stay on the stand 
the committee expressed themselves as 
satisfied that Mr. Methvin is doing 
everything in his power to make his 
department efficient. They were of 
the opinion, however, that he is seri- 
ously handicapped in many instances 
by inefficient laws. 

Cetton Seed Meal. 

Mr. Methvin showed that cotton seed 
meal inspections as fertilizers are al- 
together inadequate when the product 
is to be used as a food for cattle, and 
yet. under the law, he showed, ail 
cotton seed meal is inspected as a 
fertilizer and not as a food. 

Meal, he said, might easily meet the 
demands made upon it by the state 
as a fertilizer and yet be far. below 
the standard of requirement as a foo0G 
product. Under present conditions, 
however, he states, it is impossible to 
compel manufacturers to have cotton 
seed meal inspected as food, so long 
as it is inspected as a fertilizer. And 
no meal manufactured in the state is 
inspected as a food product, he showed, 
since the tax.on the food product is 
20 cents per ton as against half that 
amount on cotton seed meal as a fer- 
tilizer. 

He expressed the opinion that a law 
requiring cotton seed meal which is 
used for feed to be inspected as a 
foodstuff would not only remedy the 
existing defects, but would bring the 
‘state in upwards of $20,000 per year. 

Another Needed Change.

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6,000 TEACHERS 


TO BE EXAMINED 


Hundreds Have Never Before 
Stood Examinations. 


Superintendent M. L. Brittain 
Is Sustained in the First Ap- 
pealed Case—J. W. Stephens 
Elected Auditor of the State 
School System. 


Under the plans and rules adopted 
by the state boarg of education at its 
meeting yesterday in the office of 
Superintendent M, L. Brittain, prob- 
ably 1,000 more teachers will have to 
stand the examination this summer 
than js usually the case ang the total 
number who will appear for the June 
examinations will be at least 6,000, 
and may go as high as 8,000. 

Must Stand Examinations. 

There are now hundreds of teach- 
ers in Georgia scnools who have never 
stood the examinations usually re- 
quireq of state teacners. These are 
in certain town and local systems 
which for various reasons have never 
required the teachers to stand them. 
All of these must stand the examina- 
tions to be helq next June.” 

The board provided, however, that 
local and independent systems in 
towns, cities and districts may give 
their own examinations if they first 
submit the questions to the _ state 
superintendent of education and it be 
shown that they are up to standard. 

A further innovation was that the 
board fixed examinations of two 
kinds—firsat, the primary; second, gen- 
eral elementary. The first will be 
given to teachers in the primary de- 
partment and the second is similar to 
the examinations which have been 
heretofore given to all applicants. 

Brittain Is Sustained.. 

When the Cobb county board. of 
education divided up a school district 
in that county J. E. Burton, W. N. A. 
Jameson, W. H. Dunn, J. W. Smith and 
other citizens appealeq from that ac- 
tion to Superintendent Brittain, and 
he sustained the appeal, holding that 
it was not to the best interests of 
the school that the district should be 
so cut up. 

The Cobb county board of educa- 
tion then appealeq from the decision 
of thé superintendent to the board of 
education, and that body at its meet- 
ing Monday fully sustained him.

METAL REVISION 
PASSED BY HOUSE 


Twenty Insurgent Republicans 
ald Democrais With bill 


Defeated Repeatedly in At- 
tempts to Force Amendments, 
Minority Finally Fails to 
Have Measure Sent to Ways 
and Means Committee.

Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
Republican hopes of making a united 
stand on tariff bills in this national 
election year went glimmering today, 
when twenty-one insurgent republic- 
ans joined the democrats and. put 
through the house the Underwood 
metal schedule unamended, by a vote 
of 210 to 109. 

Thus was added another = signal 
achievement to the record of Leader 
Underwood. 

Three Colorado democrats 
their party, frankly avowing their 
constituents would not stand for the 
reduction of lead ore. The action of 
the insurgents was a great blow to the 
stand-pat republicans. The latter had 
denounced the Underwood bill as a 
purely revenue measure, in which the 
principle of protection had no part. 
They emphasized the ” that the 
tariff board has not yet reported, and 
that the bill would almost surely be 
vet < . 
Many insurgénts, aided in the effort 
to amend the bill, but the attempt was 
defeated in every instance, the demo- 
crats standing like a stone wall. When 
Representative Sereno Payne, of New 
York, in a last desperate effort to 
bring about delay, moved that the bill 
be recommitted to the ways and means 
committee, his proposal was. met with 
jeers on the democratic side, and 
beaten by a vote of 108*to 205. Despite 
the brave talk of the insurgent repub- 
licans in the senate as to what they 
will do in the way of amending the 
bill, the action of their colleagues in 
the house today tIndicated that the 
coalition, which last year passed the 
wool revision, cotton revision and 
farmers’ free list bills, will also be 
found working together this year, and

After a few minutes she recovered 
sufficient. strength and crawled back 
upon. the street, where she was. dis- 
covered by Mr. A. F., Churchwell, who 
carried her to his home, a few yards 
away, where medical attention was 
given her. 

Shortly after the occurrence the re- 
port was given to the sheriff and the 
police, and they, together with hun- 
dredg of citizens, set out in search of 
the negro. Sheriff Ward has blood- 
hounds on his trail, but they have 
made poor progress on account of the 
heavy rain, that fell a few minutes 
after the crime. Every effort is being 
made to catch the negro, and if he 


is captured he will probably be 
lynched,

NO BATTLESHIPS 
SAY DEMOCRATS 


The Party in Caucus Decides 
Against Appropriations for 
Navy and Buildings. 


Washington, January 29.—There will 
be no appropriations for battleships or 
public buildings at this session of con- 
gress. This wag the decision of the 
democrats of the house after a spirited 
caucus tonight. Elimination of a bat- 
tleship appropriation was a surprise, 
the caucus having been called to con- 
sider a $16,000,000 public building bill, 
recommended by the committee on pub- 
lic buildings*and grounds. Representa- 
tive Burnett, of Alabama, however, of- 
fered an amendment to a resolution to 
dispense with the public buildings bill, 
that no battleship appropriation be re- 
ported to the house, 

Representative Hobson, of Alabaina, 
headed a bitter attack on the amend- 
ment, but it was passed, 98 to 68. 

The savings resulting from this ‘ac- 
tion of the caucur is estimated by the 
democratic leaders to aggregate about 
$40,000,000—-$24,000,000 to be required 
for two modern battleships and §$16,- 
000,000 for public buildings. In the 
case of public buildings, however, there 
may be some appropriation for emerg- 
encies. 

After the caucus it was declared that 
the cutting off of the battleship ap- 
propriation was forced by members 
who were piqued by their defeat on 
the building appropriation. Represent- 
ative Hobson and others who cham- 
pioned a two-battleship program an- 
nounced ethat a petition for a special 
caucus on the battleship appropriation 
would be circulated at once among the 
democratic members, and that it woulg 


contain an appeal to rescind tonight’s|’ 


action.

Suit Against Savannah Sheriff 


His Friend, Who Was Held at 


the Same Time, Will Start’ 


Similar Action — Interesting 
Allegations in Petition Filed 
Yesterday.

cial.)—Seeking redress in the civil 
court for the injustice done him by 
his arrest on a charge of holding up 
an Atlantic Coast Line train at Harde- 
ville last month, George H. Hill, of 
Baltimore, filed suit today against 
Deputy Sheriff Carl K. Meldrim for 
$20,000 damages. Hill’s friend, Henry 
Eckstrom, will file.a similar suit. 

It is charged that Meldrim “acted 
with legal malice and without prob- 
able cause” in procuring and insti- 
gating the issuance of the warrant 
against the petitioner. It is shown 
that Hill was arrested in Hardeeville 
and locked in jail here for several 
weeks, being discharged at the pre- 
liminary hearing. 

The petition recites the details of 
the robbery and the subsequent in- 
vectigation by the officers and the ar- 
rest of Hill and Eckstrom, It is al- 
leged that at the time of the arrest 
Meldrim was “not armed with a war- 
rant, ang that he did not see the 
crime committed; that petitioner was 
not endeavoring to escape, and the 
officer had no right or authority to 
direct the arrest of petitioner; even if 
a warrant had been issued in Georgia, 
the officer had no right to execute it 
in South Carolina.” 

It is further alleged that if the 
warrant had been issued in South 
Carolina, Mr. Meldrim would not have 
been authorized to execute it in that 
state, as he is a Georgia officer. It is 
further allegeq that as the warrant 
was issued by a United States commis- 
sioner, Officer Meldrim had no right 
to serve it. 

It is alleged that. after Hill and 
Eckstrom were brought to Savannah 
and committed to jail they ,were un- 
fairly and illegally subjected to a “so- 
called identification” by the crew of 
the train which was robbed. 

Hill complains that he was com- 
pelled to be photographed and his 
pjcture published in the newspapers 
in connection with a story about the 
robbery and naming. Mr. Hill as the 
suspecteq man. It is asserted in the 
petition that not a single circum- 
stance pointed to tne guilt of peti- 
tioner; while every circumstance rea- 
sonably demonstrated that he was not 


guilty.

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SERIOUS RIOT-AF—. 
‘LAWRENCE STRIKE 


Gov. Foss Orders Out Troops. 
Indications of Dyna- 
mite-Planting. 


Lawrence, Mass., January 29.—The 
worst rioting in the fortnight of the 
Lawrence textile strike, involving 
20,000 persons, occurred today, when 
street cars were held up and stoned 
by mobs which refused to let opera- 
tives go into the mills. One woman 
was killed by a stray bullet, a patrol- 
man was stabbed in the back but not 
seriously, a militia captain was badly 
cut by a brick, and several others hurt 
by stones as well as by the clubs of 
police and soldiers. Governor Foss or- 
dered tonight twelve additional com- 
panies of infantry and two cavalry 
troops to proceed at once to Lawrence 
to reinforce the nine companies already 
there. All the troops afrived shortly 
after midnight. 


| 


There were no parades or mass meet- 
ings tonight such as have marked 
other evenings of the strike. Colonel 
Sweetser, commander of the military 
forces in the city, announced tonight 
he would allow no more parading and 
no more gatherings of strikers and 
that any person participating in such 
a demonstration would be arrested 
and: treated as a rioter, | 

With the additional soldiers Colonel 
Sweetser believes he will be fully able 
to enforce his ultimatum. The mili- 
tary lines will be extended to all parts 
of the town. The city, however, is 
not under martial law, the troops and 
the police working in. conjunction. 

Rumors that the strikers might at- 
tempt to reach the mill district under 
cover of darkness reached the mill- 
tary headquarters late tonight and as 
a result an extra guard was placed 
on duty and everything was made 
ready to repel such an attack, should 
it develop. 

Late tonight the state police who 
investigated the finding of dynamite 
in different sections of the city and 
decided the explosive was “planted,” 
caused a sensation by arresting School 
Committeeman John J. Breen, a son of 
former Mayor John. Breen and one of 
the most prominent citizens of Law- 
rence... Breen was formerly charged 
with “conspiracy” to “mar, deface and 
destroy” property. He was released 
under $1,000 bond. 

Breen is popular and at the last city 
election received the highest vote of 
any candidate for the school commit- 
tee. He. is an undertaker: .The police 
tonight declined to discuss the arrest 
except to say that he will be in court 
tomorrow. 

The most serious clash of the strike 
took place early this morning when 
rioters attacked street cars and ter- 
rorized the city. Late this afternoon 
strikers again gathered and during one 
of the outbreaks Anna Lopizeo, an 
Italian woman, 34 years old, was shot 
and killed. She was a. striking mill 
hand and it is believed the shot was 
ts intended soe! her. .

Counsel for McNamara | 
Charged With Bribing Juror 


Grand Jury Bills Allege He 
Furnished Money Out of De- 
fense Fund and Corrupted 
Robt: Bain, Juror, and G. N.

Los Angeles, January 29.—Two in- 
dictments, each containing counts of 
bribery and attempted corruption, 
were returned today by the county, 
grand jury against Clarence S. Dar- 
row, of Chicago, formerly chief coun- 
sel for the McNamara brothers. The 
bills allege that he furnished the 
money out of the McNamara defense 
fund and bribed Robert Bain, a juror 
sworn to try James B. McNamara, the 
confessed dynamiter and murderer, 
and George N. Lockwood, a venireman. 

Bert Franklin, a detective, who is 
alleged actually to have passed the 
bribe money to Bain amd Lockwood, is 
accused. of -the same offense in infor- 
Mation filed some time ago in the. su- 
perior court. Franklin’s trial has been 


set for February 27. 

The maximum penalty that could be 
imposed on Darrow. for conviction on 
all counts is thirty years’ imprison- 
ment and fines aggregating $10,000. 

He is under $20,000 bail, but tonight 
the former chief defense of the Mc- 
Namaras said he was glad the. sus- 
pense was over and that he would 
would face his arraignment Thursday 
in the-.superior court with an equa- 
nimity born of innocence,

Watterson’s Statement, 

Watterson’s statement, addressed 
“To the Democrats of the United 
States,” follows: 

“The time limit set upon my stey in 
the national capital being about to 
| expire, and Governor Wilson having 
‘refused my offer ag to the issue of 
veracity he us to 
submit proof of the truth of my aver- 
ment to party associates competent to 
judge both of its character and the 
expediency of its publication, I shall 
bring this most distasteful episode to 
a close as far as I am concerned. 

“The claim that I must rush into 
print with this proof emanates either 
from the perverse or the malignant. 
{7 have it, am ready, under proper su- 
pbb ay to produce it, and can be 
asked in reason to do no more. If f 
should publish it the very men who 
are demanding that I ‘shall would be 
first to accuse me of reckless disre- 
gard of what they would call party 
prudence and private rights. The sole 
issue is whether I have lied, as Gov- 
ernor Wilson says I have, or he has 
lied. which I have engaged conclu- 
sively to show. He dare not face the 
facts. 

“With as brief review as may be of 
the circumstances to which I owe the 
misfortune of having. made Governor 
Wilson’s acquaintance, not to mention 
my indorsement of his plausible but 
specious pretensions, I shall cease to 
trouble the public with a controversy 
nowise of my feeling.

It 
is a fact generally recognized by com- 
petent educational authorities that 
centralize@-.and consolidated schools 
serve the people better ang are more 
effective in every way than the little 
neighborhood institutions where one 
teacher ‘keeps’ school as best she may. 
This being true, the state expects 
school officials to be leaders in guid- 
ing public sentiment in the right di- 
rection and boards of education should 
not take advantage of the law men- 
tioned to multiply districts and 
schools. Previous legislation indi- 
cates the opinion of the general as- 
sembly that a school district should 
contain an area of at least 16 square 
miles. From the evidence submitted 
it appears that Sandy Plains and the 
other districts in question are already 
less than could be desired under the 
law and woulq be made even smaller 
*by the action of the board. The evi- 
dence does not, in my opinion, estab- 
lish the fact that the county board of 
education has acted as ‘the best in- 
teresats of the school demand’ in thus 
creating a new school district. The 
appeal is, therefore, sustained’ and the 
action of the Cobb county board of 
-ducation reversed.

STRIKES KEYNOTE 


— 


Executive Appeals to Republicans 
to Stick to Their Guns 


At McKinley Banquet He De- 
clares He Faces Future With 
Equanimity, and Believes the 
Judgment of the Country 
Will Prove Him Right. 


Cleveland, Ohio, January 29.—-The 
big event of the president's first day 
in his own state came in the evening 
at the McKinley day banquet given 
hy the Tippecanoe Club at the cham- 
ber of commerce. The president made 
a stirring appeal to the republican 
party to stand by its guns and rest 
confident that it has carried out the 
pledges it made to the people. He de- 
clareq that he faced the future with 
equanimity and in the belief that the 
judgment of the country would prove 
him right in his opinion. 

To his hearers it appeared that a 
“keynote speech” on which the com- 
ing campaign might be fought to a 
finish was being delivered. 

‘Looking over the record of what has 
been done,” said the president, ‘it 
seems to me that we are armed with 
the facts and with things accom- 
plished sufficient to meet our enemy 
in the open field ang to overcome him 
in the judgment of an impartial um- 
pire. .It seems to me that there is no 
occasion for the republicans of this 
country to fear the issue with. their 
knowledge of the progress that has 
been made in the last four years, with 
their adoption of progressive prin- 
ciples indicated in their platform of 
1908 and in the proposals of the ad- 
ministration since that time. They 
must, if they would serve the country 
well, discriminate between what is 
really progressive and useful and 
what is utterly at variance with 
sound, conatttectone" governmental 

ic policy. 
on thin’ the nated day of William 
McKinley, let us take new Vows in 
behalf of the grand old party, stand- 
ing by the constitution, standing Dy 
the rights of liberty and property of 
the individual and willing to face de- 
feat many times in behalf of the cause 
of sound constitutional government. 

President Taft was handicapped by 
a cold that made his voice husky, but 
he ‘gave a comprehensive review of 
the achievements of his administra- 
tion. By the attention he devoted to 
the tariff and the attempts made since 
1908 to revise it, he indicated his 
willingness. to go into the campaign 
on this issue alone. The democratic 
party, he said, hag mistaken the re- 
gults of the 1910 election and had in- 
ferred from its victory that the United 
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States must abandon the principle of 
protection and set up that of tariff for 
revenue only. ‘ 

“This is shown by the fact that the 
democratic vote was less, rather than 
greater, than jt had been in the presi- 
dential election,” said the president. 
“The defeat of the republican party 
came not from an increase in demo- 
cratic votes, but from a defection of 
republican votes, i. e., of its own 
members who stayed at home and re- 
fuseq to stand by the party in what 
they regarded as a failure to redeem 
its pledges.”’ 


Tariff Too High. 

Discussing his vetoes of the wool] 
and cotton revision bills, the presi- 
dent admitted that the wool schedule, 
the cotton schedule and possibly oth- 
ers of the VPayne-Aldrich law were 
too high, but said that unscientific 
revision was a much greater evil 
than a delay in securing real revision. 

“We shoulg be eéntirely willing,” 
said Mr. Taft, “upon the issue of 
whether those bills ought to have 
passed in the form in which they were 
drawn with the little information as 
to their effect, which congress had or 
was able to furnish the executive, to 
zo before the country and invite the 
verdict of the people. I am confidert 
that on this issue the people will be 
with us and that our friends, the 
enemy, are entirely mistaken in their 
interpretation of recent popular ex- 
pression. We are not wedded,to any 
particular rates and we are quite will- 
ing, as a party, to re-examine any 
rates in the light of proper informa- 
tion, should the mandate of power 
again be given to the republicans so 
that the party shall control the ex- 
ecutive and both houses.” 

Aside from the benefits which the 
president said were to be found in the 
creation of a tariff board by the 
Payne law, there were many others 
that grew out of that law to which 
the republican party could claim 
credit. Among these he named the 
court of customs appeals, with au- 
thorization to construe the tariff act; 
the maximum and minimum clause 
of the law which enables this country 
tu prevent discrimination against 
American trade, and the corporation 
tax which is bringing many millions 
of revenue each year to the. govern- 
ment. 

Railroads Reviewed. 


Leaving the tariff, the — president 
more briefly reviewed the other ac- 
complishments of his administration. 
He began with the railroads. 

The interstate commerce act, he 
said, has been strengthened since he 
has been in the white house so that 
‘life and effect’’ have been given to 
orders of the interstare commerce 
commission, with the result that rail- 
roads cannot “minimize or ignore” 
them. 

A ecommerce court, he said, Was cre- 
ated to relieve the courts in railroad 
cases. “I observe now,” he added, 
“that some of the decisions of the 
commerce court have been made the 
basis for a demand for its abolition. It 
seems to me this would be the most 
foolish step possible.” 

The supreme court, he pointed out, 
will soon render decisions showing the 
exact jurisdiction of the commerce 
court. 

Without going into detail, Mr. Taft 
showeq that congress in 1910-11 en- 
acted a safety appliance law; an em- 
ployers’ liability law that has stood 
the test in the supreme court; au- 
thorized a workmen’s compensation 
commission; created the postal saving 
‘banks and took a-forward step toward 
conservation. The national monetary 
commission has reported a plan to im- 
prove the currency system, a plan 
which the president said would keep 
the control of the nation’s finance 
from the influence of Wall street and 
Washington; an investigation of the 
proposal for parcels post has been 
made and the postal commission will 
soon send to congress its findings as 
to the need of an increase in second- 
class postage. 

So far as foreign policy is concern- 
ed, Mr. Taft said a most Satisfactory 
treaty with Japan that settles a vex- 
atious and unpleasant question has 
been negotiated and ratified, and 
treaties with Nicaragua and Honduras 
that would put those countries ‘on 
their feet” and arbitration treaties 
with Great Britain and France are be- 
fore the senate. Both the anti-trust 
law and the interstate commerce act, 
the presiaent said, have been enforced 
and business has come to understand 
that it can livg and thrive under them. 
As in his speech before the Ohio Club 
in New York, the president came out 
strongly against the recall of judges.

Representative Henry, of Texas, 
chairman of the rules committee, to- 
day introduced a resolution to direct 
a most sweeping investigation, par- 
ticularly aimed at the New York stock 
exchange and clearing house associa- 
tion, groups of financiers. in Wall 
street, who are declared to be domi- 
nating corporation and railroad inter- 
ests, the national banks and their al- 
leged promotion of speculative schemes 
with deposits and the influence of the 
“money power” in the nomination and 
election of public officials. 

This attempt of Mr. Henry to broad- 
en the scope of the inquiry originally 
proposed by Representative Lindbergh. 
of Minnesota, evoked a stirring pro- 
test from his democratic colleague, 
Representative Littleton, of New York. 
Mr. Littleton declared the proposed in- 
quiry “would further identify the dem- 
ocratic party with a blind and de- 
structive policy.” Democratic Leader 
Underwood has been counseling with 
his colleagues for several days, and 
though he has made no public state- 
ment he has viewed the proposition 
with considerable concern as to its 
effect on the party...

NO TIME FOR DEMOCRATIC BICKERING. 


Pot-shotting of democratic leaders by democrats is a formid- 
able obstacle between the party and the white house. 

Neither Wilson, Underwood, Clark, Harmon, Folk, nor any

ATLANTA AS A MILITARY CENTER. 


Atlanta’s chances for becoming one of the country’s great mil- 
itary centers are radically enhanced by the recommendations to 
congress of Secretary of War Stimson, which look toward an en- 
tire redistribution of the standing army. The secretary's recom- 
mendations are, in effect, an indorsement of practically all that 
has been claimed for Atlanta, both by her citizens and, urgently 
and faithfully, by Representative William Schley Howard, of the 
fifth district, as the logical site for a military post covering the 
jurisdiction of the southeastern territory. 

Under a plan worked out by the general staff and approved 
by the secretary, forty-one of the forty-nine posts scattered through- 
out the country are to be abandoned. Atlanta is retained as one of 
the eight great national army posts, at which will be concentrated 
divisions of all arms of the service. Fort Oglethorpe is designated 
as one of the great national points of concentration for cavalry. 
The secretary and general staff were moved to select Atlanta 
as one of the country’s important military centers because of the 
strategic value of the city’s location. Troops can be dispatched over 
night from this place to almost any point on the gulf or south 
Atlantic coast, so ideally is the city situated and so ample are its 
railroad facilities. These facts were established by the maneuvers 
on the Mexican border, the command stationed at Fort McPherson 
being the first on the scene and, at that, fully equipped according 
to orders. 

The fear that Fort McPherson or Fort Oglethorpe might suffer 
in the reorganization scheme, bound sooner or later to be material- 
ized, will be entirely dissipated should congress accept the plan ad- 
vanced by the war department. Both posts, due largely to the ini- 
tiative and energy of Representative Howard and Representative 
Lee, of the seventh district, would be retained and their importance 
expanded, while there is good reason to believe the department will 
eventually recommend Atlanta for a brigdde post. The argument 
that commends the city as one of the eight great military centers 
of the country applies even more strongly to her qualifications. as 
the site for a full brigade post.

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SURGERY AND THE CRIMINAL. 


The case of Edward E. Grimmell, a New York criminal believed 
to have been cured of wayward impulses by a surgical operation on 
his skull, is calculated to revive the usual discussion regarding the 
efficacy of the clinic to restore the individual of abnormal tendencies 
to a normal condition. The instance is unusual in that the opera- 
tion was performed at Grimmell’s request, the state parole board 
deeming him sufficiently reclaimed to justify his return to society, 
since the date of the operation was March, 1909. 

Whether Grimmell exhibits again what was termed a maniacal 
tendency to forge checks, the offense which led to his crime, is yet 
to be disclosed. The parole board believes the three vears inter- 
vening since the operation have demonstrated his complete rehabili- 
tation. But in view of the fact that there are comparatively few 
drastic tests of reformation afforded by the routine and discipline 
of prison life, the final verdict must await Grimmell’s return to his 
old environment. 

Surgery for the reclamation of criminals is still too experimental 
and inconclusive to justify sweeping assertions or exalted hopes. 
Apparent cures, or radical temperamental changes, have been 
effected in many cases by the timely and judicious aid of the knife, 
especially where the proclivity sought to be eradicated was, thew 
retically, traced to a malformation of the skull. But vears and 
years of patient watching, of tests more delicate than the layman 
dreams, must intervene before science can hand down a definite 
decision as to whether such operations may be absolutely depended 
upon in all such cases. 

We have, however, gone sufficiently far into the realms of 
scientific penology to realize that surgery may be a helpful adjunct 
to moral suasion, to Common sense, to kindness and to education, 
iz the rehabilitation of the criminal. It cannot, as yet, justly claim 
to offer a specific. But there can be no question that its judicious 
use in the hands of conscientious physicians opens not any vistas

.DUKE OF FIFE DIES 
AT ASSUAN, EGYPT 


Assuan, Upper Egypt, January 29.—~ 
The Duke of Fife, brother-in-law of 
King George V. of Great Britain, died 
here at 6 o'clock this evening. 

The duke'’s deat... was the result of 
congestion of the lungs. It came as 
the climax of a series of misadven- 
tures that the royal family underwent 
in their travels from {ngland to 
Kgypt. 

Last December the steamer Delhi, 
carrying the duke, the princess royal 
and their two children, stranded off 
Cape Spartel. The royal party were 
rescued and proceeded to Gibraltar, 
whence they later continued their 
journey to Egypt. 


The Duke of Fife, who was born 
November 10, 1849, succeeded to the 
earldom of Fife in 18i¥». 

In 1889, when he wedded Princess 
Louise Victoria Alexandra Dagmar, 
daughter of the then Prince of Wales, 
who later became King Edward vee | 
he was made a duke. 

He was a partner in the London 
banking firm of Sir Samuel Scott & 
Co., as well as vice president of the 
British South Africa Company. He 
was a colonel of volunteers and depu- 
ty lieutenant of the Scottish counties 
of Aberdeen and Banff. He was a lib- 
eral member of parliament from 1874 
to 1879. He leaves two daughters.

Savannah, Ga., January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)——-With* a majority of the officers 
of the Huntingdon Club resigning ata 
stormy session today, Savannah's most 
exclusive women’s organization ap- 
pears hopelessly rent factional 
strife. 

The wholesale resignations today 
were the culmination of a _ factional 
fight that has been going on within the 
club for months, and that has had all 
Savannah society on the qui vive. for 
quite a while. Considerable feeling has 
been shown, and the differences in the 
club have been the subject of endless 
Z<ossip in the men’s clubs, the wives of 
Several business partners being array- 
ed Qn opposite sides in the turmoil. 

[It appears that months ago a spe- 
cial committee was named to suggest 
certain changes in the by-laws of the 
club, the idea being to more centralize 
the affairs of the club and vest more 
authority in the president. 

For providential and other reasons 
the members of this committee did not 
make their report at the appointed 
time, and the president, on her own 
motion, appointed a new committee 
and discharged the old. 

This caused the open break, it being 
contended that the president was with- 
out power to take such action. It was 
finally determined to submit the ques- 
tion at a meeting of the entire club 
membership. There are about two hun- 
dred women on the roll, and about one 
hundred and fifty were at the meeting 
today when the question came up. It 
was probably the largest meeting of 
the club ever held. 

The session was a most lively one, 

and, after countless motions, amend- 
ments and substitutes, the action of 
the president was voted down, it being 
held by a majority of the members of 
the club that the original committee 
named to revise the by-laws should do 
the work, and that the second commit- 
tee should not serve. 
Just as soon as the club took this 
action, the president, Miss Maria Minis, 
announced her resignation. Then Mrs. 
Paul T. Haskell, Jr., resigned as vice 
president, and Miss Maud. Thomas de- 
Clared she would no longer serve as 
vice president. Mrs. William R. Leaken, 
the corresponding secretary, also quit, 
and when the smoke had cleared there 
were only two officers left—the treas- 
urer, Miss Mary McAlpin, and the sec- 
retary, Mrs. Harry Hayes Lattimore. 
The resignation of committee chairmen 
has been going on for weeks. 

Just what the outcome of this fric- 
tion is going to be is not known, but 
the internal troubles of the Huntingdon 
Club form the sole topic of conversa- 
tion in social circles tonight.

Imperial Army Vanquished by 
- Republicans Near Ku Chan 


Four Hundred Manchus Re- 
ported Killed—City of Chi 
_Mark Captured by General 
Wong —Armistice Between 
Rebels and Throne Renewed. 


San Francisco, January 29.—An im- 
perial army of 10,000, under General 
Chang Fun, was decisively defeated by 
a Canton republican army, under Gen- 
eral Wong Ching, near Ku Chan, yes- 
terday, according to a cablegram re- 
ceived here today by the Chinese Free 
Press. Four hundred Manchus are re- 
ported to have been kibled. 

The imperial army retreated 20 miles 
to Wong San Po, says the dispatch. 
Wong's army, which numbered 8,000, 
captured the city of Chi Mark, in San 
Tung province. 


London, January 2.—Chinese revolu- 
tionists ifave crushingly defeated the 
imperial force, commanded by General 
Chang Hsun, at Ku Cheng, in the pro- 
vinee of Anwai, according to a news 
agency dispatch received here today 
from Tien Tsin. Ku Cheng is a sta- 
tion on the Tien Tsin Pukow railroad, 
about 125 miles north of Nanking. 

Armistice Renewed. 

Pekin, January 29.4+-The armistice 
between the imperialists and revolu- 
tionists, which was to expire at 8 
o’clock this morning, has been official- 
ly renewed. : 

The capital and northern China are 
in a condition of acute suspense. No 
one is able to forecast what will be the 
ultimate outcome of the deadlock twixt 
rebels and imperials. 

The people are expecting the abdi- 
cation of the throne to be declared to- 
morrow, but discussions between the 
princes of the imperial clan continue. 

Various assassinations which have 
taken place recently are now said to 
have been carried out under the or- 
ders of Premier Yuan Shi Kai. The 
attempt on General Liang Pi, on Jan- 
uary 27, in the streets of Pekin is also 
Placed to the credit of the adherents 
of Yuan Shi Kai. General Liang Pi is 
aying. 

Yuan Shi Kai’s methods of conduct- 
ing the negotiations between the 
throne and the republicans are disap- 
proved by the foreign legation. It is 
believed that Yuan Shi Kai's policy is 
to accept compromises with the rebels 
which are satisfactory to himself, and 
to repudiate others which make his 
position doubtful.

Washington, January 29.—Louis D. 
Brandeis, of Boston, and D. A. Reed, 
counsel for the United States Steel 
Corporation, clashed today before the 
Stanley committee over a line of in- 


quiry into the coroporation’s labor pol- 
icy. Mr. Reed contended the committee 
had no authority to investigate the 
labor question. Chairman Stanley over- 
ruled him. 

Mr. Brandeis challenged Judge Garvy’s 
recent statement that the corporation’s 
treatment of employees compared fa- 
vorably with that of any other, and in- 
troduced portions of the report upon 
the steel industry recently made by 
Commissioner Neill, of the bureau of 
labor. He criticised the length of hours 
of workmen. 

“The percentage of men who under- 
g0 hardships is unusually large,” said 
Mr. Brandeis. “Judge Gary’s comment 
on criticisms of the corporation’s pol- 
icy shows to me the utter inability of 
large corporations to regard human 
life.’ 

Mr. Brandeis declared that “the steel 
industry in England has eliminated en- 
tirely all these objectionable features.” 

“You don’t cean England has been 
able to do anything tor labor that we 
cant do in this country?” demanded 
Chairman Stanley. “You must be mis- 
taken.” 

“Unfortunately, in this case, Ll am 
not mistaken,” returned Mr. Brandeis 
saying that the working week of an 
English steel worker was 55.2 hours 
and that 42 per cent of the workers in 
thie country averaged 72 hours.

Business Skyscraper. 


It was announced yesterday that the 
Realty Trust Company will erect a 
business building of not less than six 
stories, and with a possibility of ten 
or twelve stories, on the southwest 
corner of Forsyth and Luckie streets 
as soon as the site has been graded 
and excavated. Just what the nature 
of the building will be has not yet 
been announced, but it will at least be 
in keeping with the Forsyth building 
and the new hotel which is now be- 
ing built by the Ansley Hotel Com- 
pany on the north side of the Forsyth 
building. 


Would Grade Spring and James. 

It is understood that the work of 
excavation on this will start at once 
if the city accepts an offer which the 
Realty Trust Company has made to 
take up the pavement of Spring street 
and grade that thoroughfare and James 
street to a level with Carnegie way 
and Luckie street. Whether the city 
will accept this proposition remains 
to be seen. ° 

An appropriation of $5,000 was voted | 
for the purpose of grading Spring 
street last year, at which time the 
plan was not to grade Spring street 
to present level of Luckie street, but 
to cut away at the intersection of 
Luckie and Spring streets,- using the 
dirt to make the fill in the middle of 
Spring street. This would still leave 
Spring street considerably below the 
level of the business district of the 
city, whereas the plan as suggested 
by the Realty Trust Company will so 
elevate Spring and James streets as to 
make them both very valuable centrai 
property. There is also a proposition 
for a 2%-foot fill on Cain street. A 
fill of about three feet more would 
also convert this street into central 
property. 

Weuld Straighten James Street. 

That James and Williams streets 
will eventually be straightened so as 
to form a single intersecting street at 
Spring street is now practically as- 
sured, the city and th@ property own- 
ers having already agreed to the prop- 
osition. As was published in The Con- 
stitution some time ago, the pjan is 
to use certain private property ‘to 
change the course of Williams street 
so that it will form a single street 
with James, and to cyt off that por- 
tion of James street which turns and 
runs in a southwesterly direction from 
Spring to Cain street, the property 
over which the streets now lie going 
to private owners.

M. R. McClatchey has leased for

When 
it reaches Georgia it may develop that 
the corn is not up to the standard 
required for “No, 2,” but the Georgia 
merchant is not liable if he can show 
that he bought it with a guarantee. 
Often, Mr. Methvin showed, both the 
seller and the purchaser of this corn 
may be innocent parties, as the corn 
is liable to spoil in transit. He point- 
ed out, however, that this does not 
make it any less a fact that the farmer 
who eventually feeds this corn to his 
mules, and thereby kills them, is not 
getting the protection he deserves.

It. would be a most 
excellent plan to analyze special sam- 
ples of all the brands of fertilizers 
taken from all the manufactories and 
then through a publicity bureau to. 
make immediate reports so that con-: 
sumers can know exactly what they’ 
are to get. The taking of samples has 
a good effect even when there ig no 
analysis. In regard to the sale of 
cotton seed products I think it would 
be a good plan to have the law to re- 
quire all such outputs tagged. There 
is now a law’ requiring that the 
formulas for such products be regis- 
tereq with the commissioner of agri- 
culture before they are manufac- 
tured. Whether tnis law is strictly 
enforced or not I cannot state. There 
is no law at present requiring any 
other test of such products except an 
analysis to show the percentage of 
nitrogen, the basis of value being 
fixed alone by the amount of nitro- 
gen. To do this work thoroughly 
would require more chemists and more 
money for chemicals. The cost for 
each sample now handied is about 90 
cents. Our purchases are made gen- 
erally through competitive bids and 
we buy in wholesale lots at the low- 
est prices possible.
